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SITUATION AS OF 15:30 PM EDT, 04/11/94 

• (C) We contacted several East African governments to 
seek permission for U.S. assets in Bujumbura to land. 
The Marines are now planning to go to Mombasa during 
daylight hours. Overflight and landing clearances have 
been requested. (Embassy Kampala/USEUCOM/TFRWOl telcons) 

• (C) UN USYG for Peacekeeping Michael Barnett said 
that the 48-hour truce is now expected to take effect at 
6:00 AM Kigali time on April 12 (12 midnight EDT). The 
RPF continues to insist that a ceasefire apply only to 
Kigali while the Rwandan army is seeking a nationwide 
ceasefire. (USUN/TFRW01 telcons) 

• (LOU) Americans who departed Rwanda in our official 
convoys are safely out of the country. Others left on 
other evacuation flights. A number of Americans have 
chosen to remain in Rwanda for the time being; at least 
eight employed by the ICRC and UNAMIR remain. 

• (C) UNAMIR has 5,000 Rwandans under its protection. 
According to USUN, the Belgians are considering 
withdrawing from UNAMIR. Press reports indicate that 
Belgian/UNAMIR troops have now been authorized to help in 
evacuating and assembling people. 

• (U) Three more Belgian civilians and one French 
priest are reported dead in the continuing fighting. 
This is in addition to the French crew of the 
presidential plane, the three Belgians killed in Gisenyi 
shortly after the plane was shot down, and the 12 Belgian 
soldiers who were killed at the time of the Prime 
Minister's death. (Brussels/TFRWOl telcon) 

• (C) The 11 German Deutsche Welle technicians remain 
trapped at Mt . Kininya. Bonn has been notified that 
UNAMIR has helicopters and should be contacted about the 
extraction of these Germans.
